Private Collectors Seen As 
Solution To Trash Problem 


FED. JUD6E REFUSES PERMIT FOR WHITE HOUSE MOB SCENE 

AT THE ADMINISTRATION'S request, a federal 
Judge Wednesday refused to issue a permit for a big 
antiwar protest in front of the White House Saturday, 
but demonstration organizers said they would mass 
there anyway and invite arrests. Joseph Rauh Jr., an at¬ 
torney for the demonstrators, warned: "There’s going to 
be some real violence here this weekend," unless a pre¬ 
dicted 30,000 protesters are allowed to use Lafayette 
Square, just across Pennsylvania Avenue from the White 
House. "Don't come in here with threats of violence,'' 
replied U.S. District Judge George L. Hart Jr. “I'm tired 
of hearing threats of violence. There won’t be any vio¬ 
lence unless they idemonstrators) want violence." At 
the Justice Department's request. Hart waived a re¬ 
quirement of 15 days notice for such assemblies be filed 
kith the District of Columbia authorities, and approved 
1 permit for a rally at the Washington Monument 
grounds. But ho said, "it is entirely impossible to make 
provisions for these people at Lafayette Square. 

CAMPUS CLAMORS AND STRIKES CONTINUE ACROSS NATION 

HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS of college students 
stayed out of classes on campuses throughout the nation 
Wednesday in clamorous protests against the nation’s 
military policies and the killing of four students at Kent 
State University. Gov. Ronald Reagan announced that 
the University of California's nine campuses and the 
state's 18 state colleges would close down at midnight 
Wednesday through Sunday in the face of “emotional 
turmoil." The Texas state capitol was evacuated and 
hundreds of armed Texas Rangers, state troopers and 
Austin police guarded It against renewal of attacks by 
University of Texas students. 

NIXON ORDERS REPORT ON KENT STATE UNIVERSITY VIOLENCE 

PRESIDENT NIXON ordered his White House staff 
Wednesday to compile a thorough report on the Kent 
State University violence and to recommend ways to pre¬ 
vent campus disorders. After meeting more than an hour 
with six Kent State students. Nixon instructed his as¬ 
sistant for domestic affairs, John Ehrlichman, to deter¬ 
mine the cause of the Kent State rioting and to find 
ways to improve communications between college stu¬ 
dents and college administrations and his own adminis¬ 
tration. "The White House is not sitting here, nor is the 
President, in total disregard or without concern for the 
frustrations many young people feel," Press Secretary 
Ronald Ziegler said, Nixon acted as Senate Democratic 
leader Mike Mansfield was -•’'ling on the President to 
appoint a high level comnti' ->n to investigate the Kent 
tragedy and to recommend solutions to campus problems. 


With collective bargaining 
between the City of Newton 
and its Public Works Depart¬ 
ment employees at an ap¬ 
parent impasse, picketing by 
workers over the last two 
week-ends, and trash 
lingering on the city streets, it 
was learned yesterday that 
Mayor Monte G. Basbas 
discussed informally on Mon¬ 
day night with the Board of 
Aldermen, a proposed plan to 
have rubbish collected in 
Newton by a private con¬ 
tractor. 

The mayor's report claim¬ 
ed that the city would save 
S265.000 for the fiscal year 
beginning May 1970. Dooh-y 
Brothers of Brighton would 


collect the city’s trash for 
slightly under S860.000 for 
the year. With the 10 per 
cent salary increase offered 
to city workers, it would 
cost the city 81,122,340 ac¬ 
cording to Basbas. 


The contractor would agree 
to hire employees affected by 
this proposed change “who 
were willing, able and capable 
of performing this work," the 
mayor's report said. 

An estimated 100 of the 


least senior employees could 
be involved. Negotiations are 
still proceeding with the oth¬ 
er Public Works employees 
who work in such areas as 
forestry, recreation, water, 
sewers, streets, etc.

BRADY CONVICTED FOR CONSPIRING TO STEAL S405.000 

GEORGE L BRADY was convicted Wednesday of 
Conspiracy to steal $405,000 from construction funds 
for the Boston Common Garage while he was chairman 
of the Massachusetts Parking Authority. Suffolk Su¬ 
perior Court Judge Edward F. Hennessey sentenced 
Brady to two and one half years in the house of correc¬ 
tion. but took 202 days off his sentence for the time he 
was jailed and awaiting trial and was under mental in¬ 
vestigation. The jury of nine men and three women was 
out an hour and a half before reaching a verdict. Hen¬ 
nessey said he would meet with defense lawyers next 
week to set a date for Brady's trial on larceny charges. 
Brady, who was known for wearing overalls, was indict¬ 
ed in 1962 for conspiring to steal the funds. 

COURT RULING FAVORS 'HAIR' FOR BOSTON SHOWING 

PRODUCERS of the rock musical, "Hair," won the 
right Wednesday to have the show put on In Boston in 
federal court ruling that ended the threat of prosecution 
for alleged obscenity, A three judge federal panel issued 
an injunction preventing District Attorney Garrett F. 
Byrne from prosecuting anyone involved in the show 
under the state's obscenity laws. The show closed last 
month when the State Supremo Court ruled performers 
would be liable for prosecution unless they wore clothes 
during the entire performance. The box office said the 
show at the Wilbur Theater would probably reopen next 
Wednesday.

TEACHERS UNION PRESIDENT GETS 30 DAYS FOR CONTEMPT 

A SUPERIOR COURT judge found the president of 
the striking Boston Teachers Union in contempt of court 
Wednesday and sentenced him to 30 days in jail. He 
also fined the BTU $4,000. Judge Harry Kalus said he 
would consider modifying the sentence against John P. 
Reilly on receipt of information the city’s striking teach¬ 
ers were returning to work. He also fined the union 
$4,000 for contempt in disobeying an injunction against 
teacher strikes issued March 25. Kalus said the union 
would be required to pay an additional $1,000 per day 
fine for every day after Wednesday the strike continues. 
The BTU struck city schools last Friday following a 
breakdown in contract negotiations. 

U.S. PATROL BOATS MOVE UPRIVER INTO CAMBOOIA 

AN ARMADA of U.S. Navy patrol boats moved up¬ 
river into Cambodia Wednesday to join thousands of 
fresh allied troops who crossed the border on three new 
fronts in the war’s biggest offensive. But inside South 
Vietnam a furious North Vietnamese attack killed 29 
AJnericans and wounded 31. By nightfall Wednesday, an 
estimated 50,000 U.S. and South Vietnamese troops were 
operating inside Cambodia in seven areas from the upper 
Mekong Delta to the central highlands. Front line reports 
said American tanks and aircraft strikes that included 
napalm drops against Communist defenders destroyed 
the town of Snuoi inside Cambodia on Tuesday. Three 
Allied columns struck into Cambodia Wednesday and 
at least 50 U.S.; Navy river patrol boats — heavily arm- 
ed;50 foot craft — joined the offensive by moving Into 
Cambodia along the Kham Spean River 65 miles north¬ 
east of Saigon.

Aldermen In 18-3 
Freeport Support 


After a year of planning and 
work, mostly by a group of 
dedicated high school 
students, a bold idea con¬ 
ceived in a Newton High 
School psychology class, pro¬ 
mises to become a reality. 

On Monday night, the 
Board of Aldermen, by a 
vote of 18 to 3, approved 
Freeport Foundation's peti¬ 
tion for permissive use of 
the property at 361 Com¬ 
monwealth Ave., Newton 
Centre. 

The .Aldermen granted a six 
months' trial to Freeport for 
use of the large rambling 
house as a home-away-from- 
home for teen-agers whose 
family life may have become 
so seriously troubled as to 
threaten the youngsters' emo¬ 
tional stability. 


Many of those who had 

worked to establish the 
residence feel that it may help 
to prevent many youth pro¬ 
blems such as drugs or delin¬ 
quency. 

An amendment introduced 
by Alderman David Jarkson 
that would have allowed 
both boys and girls to live in 
the dwelling, was defeated 
by a vote of 17 to 4. 

Some aldermen expressed 
the fear that if the restriction 
to one sex imposed by the 
Land Use Committee, were 
removed, the whole proposal 
would go down the drain. 
Others said the concerns of 
many of the neighbors should 
be given as much con¬ 
sideration as possible.

O'DONNELL CALLS ON WHITE TO RESIGN AS BOSTON MAYOR 

FORMER PRESIDENTIAL AIDE Kenneth P. 
O'Donnell, charging Mayor Kevin H. White had broken 
1967 campaign promises, called Wednesday for White 
to resign while he seeks the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination. O'Donnell, the only other announced Dem¬ 
ocratic candidate, said White should resign as mayor 
and "turn the reins of the city over to a fulltime 
mayor." Conceding that “this must be my day to call 
for resignations.” O’Donnell also asked that state Rep. 
David H. Harrison of Gloucester resign his post as 
chairman of the state Democratic Committee because 
of statements attributed to him that he supported 
White's candidacy. 

OR. ROBERT WOOD, URBAN EXPERT, NAMED PRES. OF UMASS. 

DR ROBERT C. WOOD, an urban expert from the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Wednesday was 
named president of the University of Massachusetts. 
Wood, also chairman of the Massachusetts Bay Trans¬ 
portation Authority, succeeds John W. Lederle. He will 
be the 17th president of UMass. whose main campus 
Is at Amherst. Wood was named at a special meeting 
of the university trustees at which about 150 students 
from the Boston campus appeared to protest the war 
and the Reserve Officer Training Corps program. 
Wood, of Lincoln, is director of the Harvard-MIT Joint 
Center for Uiban Studies. He formerly served as 
secretary of the U.S. Department of Housing and Ur¬ 
ban Development. Wood said his two immediate prior¬ 
ities were securing the Boston campus as a “large 
and first rate" institution and going forward with the 
UMass medical school at Worcester.

SENATE GOP FIGHTS EFFORTS TO STEM CAMBODIAN WAR FUNDS 

SENATE REPUBLICANS searched Wednesday for 
a way to cope with a snowballing effort to shut off 
funds for continuing operations in Cambodia. With a 
vote tentatively scheduled for early next week, the 
GOP leadership called for a meeting today to find a 
party position on the legislation designed to hold 
President Nixon to his promise of a quick end to U.S. 
attacks on border sanctuaries in Cambodia. GOP 
leader Hugh Scott predicted a three-way split with 
some member*; supporting the antiwar measure, an¬ 
other bloc preferring no amendment at all and the 
other favoring a compromise approach that would 
affirm the President's powers as eommander-in-chief. 
The Cambodia measure, sponsored by Sens. John 
Sherman Cooper, R-Ky„ and Frank Church. D Idaho, 
was attached to a foreign military sales bill that was 
cleared by the Foreign Relations Committee last week. 
Senate Democratic leader Mike Mansfield said a show¬ 
down probably will be postponed until next week, but 
there was still a possibility the Senate would vote 
on Friday.

They did not explain that 99 
percent of the kids had voted 
for a strike to get them out 
of school for the weekend. 

Now, if my kids are typical, 
and we will assume that they 
are, they really don't know 
what ROTC is and they only 
have a vague idea where 
Cambodia is and they don't 
know Bobby Seale from se¬ 
cond base. 

Their principal aim is to be 
out of school enjoying 
themselves. Hookey - in my 
generation was at least an 
honest occupation. 

Now let’s suppose that we 
parents, particularly the 
fathers, get together and do 
some protesting and some 
striking on our own. Let us 
work jointly or singly to clean 
up these lovable young 
monsters of ours by - putting 
boys clothes on boys and girls 
clothes on girls, taking off the 
granny glasses and putting on 
reading glasses and help them 
cut their hair. 

Let us stress the value of 
study in school, involvement 
in school affairs after school 
and sports or jobs on 
weekends. 

And. then, - let us, the tax- 
paying fathers, turn our at¬ 
tention to our school board 
and its politically-oriented 
teachers. Let us insist that 
these teachers do what they 
are paid to do - teach secon¬ 
dary school subjects. 

Let us further insist that the 
school board stop spending 
our money and raising our 
taxes in order that these kids 
can be "involved" in the world 
situation”.

Berkeley, Calif., and his 
maternal grandmother, 
Mrs. John Curtin of Canton. 
Shea received international 
recognition as the sponsor of 
the controversial Anti - War 
Bill which would declare il¬ 
legal the participation of 
Massachusetts service men in 
combat In a foreign war 
without a declaration of war 
by the U.S. Congress. 

The bill, signed by Governor 
Sargent called for a test case 
in court to prevent Bay State 
boys fighting in undeclared 
wars. 

The young Newton 

legislator had been under 
great pressure in recent 
weeks from anti - war groups 
who called on him to be a 
speaker at their meetings and 
rallies. He had been a speaker 
at the recent rally on Boston 
Common. 

Mrs. Shea, comely wife of 
the late lawmaker, told 
police she was an eye¬ 
witness to his death early 
Saturday morning. They 
had returned from visiting 
friends when Shea went to 
his upstairs study. Mrs. 
Shea followed in a few 
moments.

The gun went off, 
and Shea slumped to the floor. 

He was pronounced dead on 
arrival at Newton - Wellesley 
Hospital of a gun shot wound 
In the head fired at close 
range. Mrs. Shea stated that 
her husband had been disturb¬ 
ed by world conditions of late. 

Rep. Shea was 30 years old 
and on the threshold of an ex¬ 
panding political career. The 
Shea’s, married a year, have 
no children.

"I worked hard to get the money to send him to 
college,” she continued. "Now I don't understand. He 
was going to graduate next month.” 

it was explained to her that there is an air of hys¬ 
teria at some universities, that they can’t control their 
own students and that they closed down because they 
were fearful someone might be seriously injured or 
even killed in a demonstration against the U.S. inva¬ 
sion of Cambodia. She obviously didn’t quite grasp 
what was told to her. 

“My son didn’t take part in the demonstra¬ 
tions.” she said. "He was studying hard trying to 
get high marks because he hoped to get into medi¬ 
cal school next September." 

“Will this stop him from going to medical 
school? He wants to be a doctor. Will he still be able 
to get into medical school next September?” she asked, 
the trembling words now tumbling out rapidly. 

We tried to sympathize with her, but we couldn't 
answer her logical questions with factual answers. 

“We were going to have a family party and cele¬ 
bration when my son graduated, but now I guess there 
won't be any celebrations,” she asserted, her voice 
trailing off. 

This was only one of the individual tragedies 
created by the closing of universities in Greater 
Boston and elsewhere in the United States. Inci¬ 
dentally, the action of Boston University in closing 
down but allowing students with nothing to do to 
continue to live in their dormitories, was incredi¬ 
ble. 

From where we sit it seems that the men and 
women in charge of some of the institutions of higher 
learning have abdicated their responsibilities and run 
for cover when confronted with campus anarchy, leav¬ 
ing chaos and confusion behind them. 

Victims of this situation are students who re¬ 
mained aloof from demonstration, marches, confronta¬ 
tions and riots, who studied long and hard to get a 
good education; their parents who worked for years, 
many of them moonlighting to get the money to meet 
tuition bills, mothers going out to work to help out, 
looking forward to the happy day when their sons and 
daughters would graduate from colleges and would 
proudly hold the tightly rolled degrees which cost so 
much in terms of study by the students and toil by 
their parents. 

Now at most universities there will be no gay 
graduation day with the son or daughter in the 
black flowing academic gown and mortar board 
cap and the old man in his best Sunday suit trying 
not to look too proud as he surveys the situation 
and recalls how much work he did to make it all 
possible. 

Apparently, only the squares like this writer think 
something has gone out of life in 1970 for a lot of 
people. 

A school teacher took a year off from her job in 
order to get her master’s degree so she would be a bet¬ 
ter teacher and. of course, earn a bigger salary. She 
worked hard since last September. The peace marches 
which turned into riots were something she read about 
in the newspaper. She was too busy studying. 

Now officials of the university she attends have 
closed down their institution and are uncertain whether 
she’ll be allowed to take her final examinations this 
academic year. She is just one individual, a lone statis¬ 
tic. University officials, when called and asked about 
her status, were somewhat vague about it. 

A young housewife studied for her college degree 
at the urging of her equally young husband who sat 
and asked her qestions on her studies at night when 
he would rather have been watching the Bruins and 
Celtics on television. 

She has been told she will be in a better mood to 
take her final examinations next September than 
she is now. She doubts that because she expects to 
be busy taking care of a new baby who will arrive 
at her house about Sept. 1. 

She'd like to take the exams now when the ma¬ 
terial is fresh in her mind, but she can’t because the 
other students are said to be too upset about the U.S. 
invasion of Cambodia to take examinations. 

We could go on and call the roll of boys and girls, 
men and women, who went to colleges to get an educa¬ 
tion, to prepare themselves for jobs and their roles as 
the citizens of tomorrow and next year, whose lives 
have been disrupted and who have been stunned and 
shocked by the announcements that their colleges were 
closing and that there would be no final examinations 
and no graduations. 

Some of them have planned to be married and 
start a new phase of their lives shortly after their 
graduation which now isn't going to be held. 

Officials of colleges and universities, who sud¬ 
denly decided to close down and send everybody 
home, certainly are not fulfilling their obligation 
to students such as those listed above. 

A guess here is that there will be quite a drop in 
the contributions from anniversary classes next month. 
A lot of members of those classes are disheartened by 
the way in which their alma maters are now being op¬ 
erated.

The Mayor has designated 
an area of city property for 
this purpose since early last 
January. The Insecticide Dis¬ 
posal Area is located at the 
Eliot Street Yard on Eliot 
Street in Newton Upper Falls. 

Used since then by Newton 
citizens for disposal of insec 
ticides containing DPT. DDD, 
Dieldrin, Aldrin, Endrin. Tex 


aphene or Heptachlor. the El 
iot Street Yard is open Mon 
day through Friday from 8:30 
am. to 3 pin. for this pur¬ 
pose. 

"Although we have had such 
a program in continuous op 
eration for several months." 
Mayor Bashas stated, "We 
welcome this reminder from 
the Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources, since an effort such 
as this is meaningless if con¬ 
ducted on a 'one-time' basis. 
With spring aril the increased 
need for insecticides here, it 
behooves all of us. in the in 
terest of a healthful environ 
men'., to dispose of products 
containing those chemicals 
prohibited by the Department 
of Public Health.'’

Out of Reach 

The astounding plight of many of the nation's 
institutions of learning won’t be accurately measured 
for years. The loss of trained manpower, the drain on 
our research capacity, the divisive forces which have 
made and continue to make a mockery of scholastic 
discipline will create vacuums which only the future 
can fill. 

The cost right now is staggering to contemplate. 
No one can gauge today what it will mean in the dec¬ 
ades of a waning century which for all its strife wit¬ 
nessed unparalleled progress in almost every field of 
human endeavor. 

Yet, even if we cannot assess the crippling damage 
caused to the output of our colleges, we can to a lim¬ 
ited extent, measure some of the monetary losses 
which have been imposed. 

Take the sprawling, state-operated University of 
California as an example. It was one of the first to be 
hit by unreasoning violence, particularly its branch at 
Berkeley. Indeed, much of what first happened to Cali¬ 
fornia has proved an example for campus radicals 
across the country. 

For the purpose of obtaining insurance last June 
the university placed a total monetary value of SI 
billion on its nine campus installations. Under the in¬ 
surance schedule then in force it paid a premium of 
$200,000 for three years’ coverage. 

Now, its insurance companies are deraanding 
$344,000 for a single year of coverage or $ 1 . 032 .n 00 
for three years. In addition under the old policies the 
university paid the first $250,000 of any loss. Now 
it must meet the first $1 million loss out of its own 
pocket. 

A fire started by torch-wielders last year destroy¬ 
ed one campus structure. The fire cost the university 
$250,000 and the insurance companies paid $650,000. 
Under a new schedule the fire would cost the univer¬ 
sity over $500,000. The insurance companies would pay 
nothing. 

Counsel for a Mid-West university accused an in¬ 
surance company of panicking when it drew up a new 
policy. Formerly this particular school paid only the 
first $1,000 worth of damage. A new policy would re¬ 
quire it to pay $50,000 in losses before it could file 
a claim.

Lehlein said lie did not vote 
on the matter in committee, 
because he felt the lives of 105 
men could not be decided in 
an hour's discussion and 
thought the matter needed 
more investigation. For this 
reason, he sought to have the 
appropriation request return¬ 
ed to committee. 

Alderman Sidney Small 
maintained that the Mayor 
was not acting in good faith 
by contacting contractors and 
discussing prices in the midst 
of collective bargaining 
discussions. 

Small also said he found it 
hard to believe that the 
contractor would agree to a 
bid he made fifteen months 
ago in the fare of inflation. 
He argued that in the long 
run the rity would save no 
money through a private 
contractor. 

Alderman Peter Harrington 

charged that the 
recommendations for improv¬ 
ed management of the 
Public Works Department 
made in a $30,000 study of the 
department in 1968 by a firm 
of management consultants 
were not implemented. The 
only recommendation that 
was picked up was the one 
suggesting a switch to a 
private contract or, 
Harrington said. 

Alderman W illiam 
Carmen said “I can't accept 
the philosophy that 


The purchase of 10 acres of 
privately owned land to ex¬ 
pand the existing Cold Spring 
Playground in Newton High 
lands for use as a recreation 
area was approved by a 16 to 
7 vote of the Board of Aider- 
men on Monday night. 

The land, fronting on Bca 
con street, includes four par¬ 
cels and will be taken by 
eminent domain by the city at 
a total cost of $107,000. Half 
of that amount will be reim¬ 
bursed by the state and fed 
eral governments under pro 
visions for conservation of 
open spaces. 

In the past Mayor Monte G. 
Basbas had sought the land 
acquisition for development of 
a recreation area that would 
include a nine hole golf 
course, picnic facilities, a 
skating rink and playing 
fields. 

However, the board's de¬ 
bate on Monday night indicat 
ed that, though the land un¬ 
doubtedly will be utilized for 
recreation or conservation, 
construction of a golf course 
seemed uncertain. 

David Jackson, chairman of 
the aldermanic City Planning 
Committee, reported that the 
board's action on the Cold 
Spring appropriation was ini 
perative on Monday night or 
the funds held in reserve for 
the acquisition by the Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources 
would be lost. 

Jackson also noted that as 
of last Friday there had been 
no federal approval of a pro 
posal by a private developer, 
Turnkey Proposals Inc. The 
New York firm had talked of 
building low-income housing 
on the land being considered 
by the aldermen and this was 
one reason that the matter 
had been held up. 

Those aldermen who oppos¬ 
ed the land acquisition main 
tained that the present 53 
acre Cold Spring Playground 
is not now being used for any 
real purpose and that money 
should not be spent to expand 
it. 

Alderman Harry Crosby, 
who favored the acquisition 
proposal, said "certain things 
are irreversible. If we lose 
this land we can never get it 
back." 

In other action approved 
the formation of a seven mem¬ 


ber Youth Commission as re* 
quested by Mayor Monte G. 
Basbas. However, an advisory 
board of 20 members, is still 
under study by the board's 
Legislation and Rules Com¬ 
mittee. 

The unpaid Youth Commis¬ 
sion will have as its primary 
purpose the coordination and 
carrying out of existing pro¬ 
grams and the establishment 
of new ones for the young 
people in the community. 

Legislation and Rules Com* 
mittee Chairman Eliot Cohen 
also reported that it is pos¬ 
sible that the Youth Commis¬ 
sion could work in the area of 
programs and policies relating 
to preventing drug use and 
abuse. The establishment of a 
Youth Department had been 
recommended recently by tha 
Mayor's Advisory Study Com¬ 
mittee on Drugs in its report. 

The 20 member Advisory 
Board is still under study to 
set up guidelines for the com¬ 
position of the group, to in¬ 
clude youth as well as repre¬ 
sentation of various other age 
brackets.

NCDF Housing Plan Gets Women Voters’ Approval 


The League of Women 
Voters of Newton issued a 
statement last week in sup¬ 
port of the Newton Com¬ 
munity Development Foun¬ 
dation's proposal to build 
housing for low and moderate 
income families in Newton. 

Mrs. F. Dow Smith, presi¬ 
dent, explained that although 
the League will oppose two of 
the sites, Christina - Goddard 
end Beacon Street, because 
they are swamps which would 
create problems for everyone 
in the area if they were filled, 
it would support two alternate 
sites that were more suitable. 

The League has studied 
Housing and Water Resources 
on a national level and Zoning 
on a local level and has sup¬ 
ported positions in each of 
these areas. A careful assess¬ 
ment of NCDF's proposal was 
recessary to see how it 
related to League positions 
The Board of Directors 
received a two hour presen- 
tation from Robert 
Casselman, chairman of 
NCDF and Mr. Marc Slotnick, 
executive director of NCDF 
on April 13. A Committee was 
formed to seek answers to 
questions raised at the Board 
meeting immediately follow¬ 
ing the presentation. 

The Committee report was 
reviewed by the Board, and a 
final vote was taken at the 
Board meeting on May 13 
The President was authorized 
to issue the following 
statement: 

The League of Women 
Voters supports the proposal 
of NCDF to build housing for 
low and moderate income 
families on ten scattered sites 
In Newton. The League, 
however, opposes two of the 
sites: Christina - Goddard and 
Beacon Street, because they 
are necessary water retention 
areas. The League would sup¬ 
port two alternate sites that 
were more suitable. 

In May 1968, the League of 
Women Voters of the United 
States began an evaluation of 
equal opportunity in Housing. 
It became clear very early in 
the study, that the availability 
of housing for low and 
moderate income families has 
s direct bearing in solving 
the problems for fair housing. 

In Newton, the League 
began its exploration into the 
need for housing in May 19C9 
A Conference on Low and 
Moderate Income Housing 
was sponsored by the League 
of Women Voters of Newton 
and the Newton Community 
Relations Commission, with 
assistance from the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce, the 
Housing Coordinating Com¬ 
mittee of the City of Newton, 
the Newton Committee for 
Fair Housing and Equal 
Rights, and the Newton Com¬ 
munity Council. More than 300 
people of various occupations, 
Income levels and age groups 
participated in the day - long 
meeting which featured a lour 
of existing substandard hous¬ 
ing. new low income housing 
and possible sites for future 
housing. 

Subsequent discussion in 
fifteen seminars led to strong 
support for the following con¬ 
clusions: 

1. Newton needs at least 400 
housing units for low and 
moderate income families. 

2. Such housing must be 
provided for those who live or 
work in Newton (especially 
young marrieds, the elderly, 
and city employees) and a 
certain percentage should be 
reserved for residents of the 
core city. 

3. The Mayor and the 
Aldermen must be in the 
forefront of the push for hous¬ 
ing for low and moderate in¬ 
come families. 

4. There Is a need for an 
organization to coordinate ac¬ 
tivities of all groups con¬ 
cerned about Newton's hous¬ 
ing needs. Citizen education is 
vital. 

5. Newton has an obligation 
to take speedy, effective ac¬ 
tion to meet the city's critical 
peed for low and moderate in- 

| come housing. 

This year, after thorough 
ntudy and discussion of both 
■housing needs and local zon¬ 
ing procedures, the League of 
Women Voters of Newton has 
reached agreement that the 
following considerations 
should be applied to programs 
end policies to provide a de¬ 
cent living environment. 

1. Flood plain and water¬ 
shed areas should not be built 
upon.

HOUSE SPEAKER McCORMACK BOWS OUT WITH PLUG FOR YOUTH 

VETERAN House Speaker John W. McCormack, 78, 
and under attack as too old, bowed out Wednesday with 
a plug for youth and a pledge of faith in the future. 
After 42 years in Congress, he said he will not seek 
election to another House term in November. "I'm still 
trying to see 10 years into the future," the Massachu¬ 
setts lawmaker told reporters who jammed into his 
ornate capitoi otfre tc hear his retirement announced. 
McCormack said he will serve out the year in the 
$72,500-a-year Speaker’s post that is considered one of 
the most powerful offices in Washington. He said he 
would like to see the House elect 62year-old Rep. Carl 
Albert. D Okla., his successor. Albert is House Demo¬ 
cratic leader and Me favored candidate for the speaker¬ 
ship next January if Democrats are still in control of 
the House. It was a last ••hurrah" for the Speaker, lately 
under fire from young liberals in the House and facing 
competition from younyr would-be replacements at home, 
and he wasn't giving an inch to his critics. He declined 
even to entertain questions about what part these 
attacks played in his decision to quit. He said he decided 
against r unning again so he and Mrs. McCormack - 
whose current illness he did not and never has men¬ 
tioned publicly —could have more time to spend with 
each other.

SENATE LEADERS AGREE TO SOFTEN ANTIWAR LEGISLATION 

SENATE LEADERS agreed in principle Wednesday 
on softened language for an amendment that would cut 
off funds for U.S. military operations in Cambodia. But 
Republicans were so split over the fundamental issues 
involved that a head knocking confrontation and an 
indefinite debate appeared unavoidable. Senate Demo¬ 
cratic leader Mike Mansfield and GOP leader Hugh Scott 
worked out the language in general terms in an ex¬ 
change on the Senate floor. The major changes would he 
to emphasize that the Senate was in accord with Nixon’s 
intention to withdraw quickly, rather than implying that 
the Senate docs not trust him. However, the substance 
of the amendment—to hold Nixon to his promise of a 
withdrawal from Cambodia by June 30— would not be 
altered. Son. Frank Church. D-Idaho, who is sponsoring 
the Cambodia amendment with Sen. John Sherman 
Cooper. R-Kv., immediately endorsed the language 
change, with details to be worked out later. 

100.000 NEW YORK WORKERS RALLY IN SUPPORT OF NIXON 

WHITE AND BLUE collar workers, estimated un¬ 
officially by New York City police at 100,000. massed as 
far as the eye could see around City Hall Wednesday 
during their lunch hour in a giant rally in support of 
Ptesidert Nixon's Vietnam War policy. There was some 
minor scuffling as the rally broke up. hut no arrests. 
It was the largest pro administration demonstration held 
in New York since hrimeted construction workers began 
daily demonstrations in the financial district May 8 to 
counter rallies by hippie-type anti war protestors. Thou¬ 
sands of policemen were assigned Wednesday to the 
area, but han no trouble with the flag - carrying 
demonstrators. 

BROOKE. OTHER SENATORS, TAKE LOOK AT JACKSON STATE 

RETURNING to Washington early Wednesday from 
a visit to Jackson State College in Mississippi, Sen. 
Edward Brooke, R Mass., called the shooting deaths of 
two students there a "reckless and intolerable assault." 
Brooke told newsmen: "It is clear that utterly excessive 
force was used on the campus." But Brooke said he had 
every reason to believe an investigation of the shootmgs 
"will not be a whitewash.” Sen. Birch Bayh. D-Ind., who 
also visited the campus, said the violence last week was 
“symptomatk of a national ill that exists all over this 
country." He added: "We're going to destroy ourselves 
within, unless we find some way to turn this thing 
around.” Bayh toured the Negro campus along with 
Sen. Waller Mondale. D Minn., and Reps. Don Edwards, 
D Calif.. and William Clay, P-Mo. Meanwhile, a band of 
angry black students roved the Fresno. Calif. State 
College campus, smashing windows and pulling down 
bookshelves. The fresh vandalism followed a firebombing 
which destroyed the school's new SI million computer. 
At Jackson Slate, black students burned copies of an 
order by a federal jit^ge authorizing dismantling by 
state Investigators of the bullet-riddled walls of a dorm¬ 
itory’ where two youths died in a barrage of police 
gunfire last week.

ALLIED FORCES JOIN IN FINAL THRUST INTO CAMBODIA 

THREE THOUSAND South Vietnamese troops, pre¬ 
ceded by U.S. B 52 bombers, drove into a Communist 
sanctuary across the Cambodian frontier in the central 
highlands Wednesday in what Allied military sources 
said was the final major thrust into Cambodia. American 
jets, helicopter gunships and artillery supported ‘he tank- 
led Sooth Vietnamese force as it opened the 13th front 
of the Cambodian campaign. U.S. advisers accompanied 
the Saigon troops but the U.S. Command said no U.S. 
ground forces were involved in the operation. The new 
thrust. 125 miles northeast of Saigon, coincided with 
Phnom Penh reports that additional units of the U.S. 
7th Fleet had been sent to the Gulf of Thailand to help 
the South Vietnamese blockade designed to cut off sea 
shipments of supplies to Communist forces in Cambodia. 

MAO URGES REVOLUTIONISTS TO DESTROY ‘IMPERIALISM’ 

COMMUNIST Chinese leader Mao Tse-tung Wednes¬ 
day urged tevolutionary forces around the world, includ¬ 
ing those in the United States, to unite in a struggle to 
destroy "U.S. imperialism" abroad and thp "Fascist" 
Nixon administration at home. In a rare public statement 
issed by Hong Kong sources, Mao said ‘the danger 
of a new world war still exists, and the peopla of all 
countries must get prepared." But he made no military 
threats against the United States and gave no indication 
that Red Army troops would intervene in the war against 
the American "aggressors" in Indochina. The chairman 
of China’s Communist party pictured the United States 
as a nation in "chaos" over racial and other issues, iso¬ 
lated by world opinion and foundering in Indochina.

man since the GOP voters traditionally follow the dic¬ 
tates of their convention. 

A Democrat endorsed by the convention gets 
certain advantages but is by no means certain of 
victory in the primary. In fact, several prominent 
Democrats, including Endicott Peabody who was 
Governor at the time, have been toppled in the 
primary after winning at the convention. 

But the only one we can recall who won both the 
primary nomination and election after being rejected 
by a convention was John F. Kennedy who served six 
years as State Treasurer in the late 1950s. 

No candidate since James M. Curley in 1934 has 
been elected Governor after losing his convention bid. 

The best thing the Legislature and Governor could 
do would be to give back to the people the s'*le right to 
nominate candidates for the U.S. Senate and State 
Constitutional offices. That is not likely to happen.

tensive in nature. It includ¬ 
ed such items as boots, hel¬ 
mets, a telescopic rifle sight, 
and tear gas. 

"We are not talking of 
guns and billy clubs," said 
Alderman William Wolf. 
‘‘I have seen nothing in this 
city in recent times to in¬ 
dicate that the Newon Po¬ 
lice would use less than 
good judgment in handling 
a possible riot situation,” 
Wolf added. 

Alderman Eliot Cohen main¬ 
tained that law enforcement 
people have the same right 
as others and have a right 
to be protected. “You would¬ 
n’t send a football player into 
a game without a helmet," he 
noted. 

Those aldermen who op 

posed the appropriation said 
they wanted further clarifi¬ 
cation of the reciprocal ar¬ 
rangement between various 
communities with regard to 
protests and possible riots. 
The sending of 65 Newton po¬ 
lice officers to Harvard 
Square recently was pointed 
out as an example. 

Alderman Ernest Dietz 
stressed that menacing look¬ 
ing equipment worn and 
carried by police officers 
and National Guard mem¬ 
bers often incites and stim¬ 
ulates young people more 
than it should and could he 
a cause of a situation get- 
ing out of control. 

Alderman Robert Tennant 
speaking in favor of the ap¬ 
propriation claimed that an¬ 
archists themselves have said 
that the “first thing they 
must do is take over police 
station."

Police said that 250 
members of the Non-Violent 
Direct Action Committee 
began arriving at the business 
b'oek on Washington street 
where the Selective Service 
office is located as early as 
6:30 a.m. 

Eighty pickets, also 
members of the group, were 
not involved in the arrests. 
They walked around the 
building while others staged 
the sit-down. 

New ton Police Chief 
William F. Quinn had ordered 
40 men to the area under com¬ 
mand of Lt. Richard E. Duffy. 

When the demonstrators 
failed to heed a warning - 
made three times by Duffy 
that they were in violation of 
the law - their arrests were 
ordered. 

At 7:05, about 50 
demonstrators were escorted 
on buses obtained by police 
and taken to headquarters. 


Tiie others wee then subse¬ 
quently picked up and also 
taken to headquarters. 

Before one mother was 
arraigned, police said, sha 
called home to make sure 
her children were enroute to 
school. She is the mother of 
six. 

Those arrested were from 
such distant places as 
Philadelphia and Newark, 
N.J. The majority, however, 
were from Newton areas. Col¬ 
lege students arrested were 
from Harvard. Boston 
University, Brandeis, Welles¬ 
ley and Babson. Also from 
high schools in Greater Bos¬ 
ton.

NIXON INVITES 40 TOP BUSINESSMEN TO DISCUSS ECONOMY 

President Nixon invited 40 top businessmen to the 
White House Wednesday night for a strictly private 
discussion of the economy and the war in Southeast 
Asia. In advance of the dinner meeting, Nixon's press 
secretary, Ronald Ziegler, discounted the possibility 
that the President would announce any serious decisions 
to the business leaders and said ''too much drama was 
being focused’ on the session. He characterized the 
dinner as just one of a scries that Nixon has held with 
various groups. "The purpose is for the President to 
express things he has on his mind and to listen to what 
they have to say,” Ziegler said. "The President meets 
with various groups frequently.” Ziegler also told re¬ 
porters that the meeting would be off limits for news 
coverage. “This is a private meeting the President has 
chosen to have, and it will remain that way,” he said. 

STOCK MARKET SETS RECORD ONE-DAY ADVANCE 

The stock market staged its biggest single day ad¬ 
vance on record Wednesday in a dramatic recovery 
which came on the heels of the most prolonged decline 
since the depression of the thirties. As measured by 
the Dow Jones industrial average, the market soared 
82.04 to 663.20. The previous top gain for the closely 
watched blue chip barometer was on Nov. 26, 1963, 
when the DJ finished up 32.03 in the first session follow¬ 
ing a selloff on the day of President Kennedy's assassi¬ 
nation four days before. Turnover expanded to 17,- 
460,000 shares, the busiest day since 17,510,000 shares 
changed hands on March 25 when major banks cut the 
prime interest rate. Analysts said the stunning come¬ 
back was "all technical,” although many investors ap¬ 
parently were buoyed by the dinner meeting scheduled 
for Wednesday night between President Nixon and 
leaders of the business and financial community. 

SENATOR SAYS CRITICS WON'T ADMIT CAMBODIAN SUCCESS 

Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex, charged Wednesday 
that Senate antiwar critics will refuse to acknowledge a 
military success in Cambodia even if the present U.S. 
operation there achieves one. "The word has gone out.” 
Tower said in a Senate speech. "If President Nixon's 
much villified Cambodian policy achieves a military 
success in reality, it is not to be so recognized by his 
critics in the Senate, in the press and in the streets To 
accept his bold action as a successful fait accompli — 
if it is that at such time as American troops are with¬ 
drawn from Cambodia — would spell disaster for his 
critics," said Tower.

NATO INVITES RUSSIA TO OPEN TALKS ON ARMS CUTS 

The United States and its NATO allies Wednesday 
Invited the Soviet Union and "all interested countries" 
to open talks with them to discuss mutual reductions in 
arms and troop levels and the easing of tensions in 
Europe. The proposal was made in a communique and 
declaration closing a two-day NATO Council meeting in 
Rome. The communique was approved by all 15 member 
nation countries, including France. France, however, 
did not sign the declaration spelling out details of a 
possible force and arms cuts. The French abstained in 
line with their policy since 1966 of not taking part in the 
military activities of the North Atlantic Treaty Organi¬ 
zation alliance. The NATO ministers proposed "multi¬ 
lateral contacts" with the Soviets and other Eastern 
bloc countries as a first stage. They said one of the 
purposes of these contacts would be to discover when 
it would be possible to summon a "conference or a 
series of conferences" at which European security and 
cooperation would be discussed. 

JETS BOMB COMMUNIST GUN POSTS INSIOE NORTH VIETNAM 

l'.S. jets have bombed Communist gun positions 
Inside North Vietnam for the first time in three weeks, 
military spokesmen said Wednesday. In Saigon, bands 
of youths bombarded walls ringing the U.S. Embassy 
with red paint, eggs and tomatoes in hit-and-run demon¬ 
strations. The U.S. military spokesman announced that 
two Air Force jets struck Monday at North Vietnamese 
gun positions 60 miles northeast of the coastal town of 
Dong Hoi after ground gunners opened up on an un¬ 
armed American reconnaisance jet, 

ISRAELI WARPLANES STRIKE TWICE INTO EGYPT 

Israeli warplanes struck twice into Egypt Wednes¬ 
day, penetrating as deep as 20 miles beyond the Suez 
Canal to attack artillery and other military- positions. 
Israeli armored patrols crossed into Lebanon for the 
third consecutive day on antiguerrilla operations. The 
Lebanese government ordered guerrillas Wednesday to 
abide by the restrictions of border warfare spelled out 
In the 1969 Cairo agreement and warned that the army 
would strike against violators. Israeli spokesmen said 
*11 planes returned safely from the morning and after¬ 
noon raids into Egypt, designed to silence Egyptian 
batteries that killed one Israeli soldier and wounded 
nine others in a 24 hour period ended at midday 
Wednesday.

VANDALS PILLAGE SYNAGOGUE. SET ANOTHER AFIRE 

Vandals destroyed holy Jewish material in a Matta- 
pan synagogue Wednesday and about two hours later a 
fire of suspicious origin caused heavy damage to a 
synagogue in Dorchester. The vandalism at the Chevra 
Shas Synagogue including the slashing of a rabbi’s 
jiortrait, smashing of a front door glass and the burning 
of the Torah, a sanctified scroll basic to the Jewish 
religion. Alan Mcndal of Newton, chairman of the local 
Jewish Defense League, which has been patrolling the 
neighborhood for a year in an attempt to protect 
members from a growing crime rate, issued a warning 
to the vandals. "We are going to establish a staggered 
zhift for this area and God help any vandals found in 
the temples,” he said. Rabbi Modecai Savtsky said the 
vandals “knew what they were after." The fire in Dor¬ 
chester broke out about 2:45 a m. in the Temple Aqua- 
riath Israel and quickly spread throughout the front of 
the structure. Damage was set at $10,000. "Thcv want 
Us out of here," said Rabbi Israel Goldberg. "This has 
been going on for the past year, with window after win- 
clow being broken and a small fire set in the backyard 
not too long ago.” In addition to the fire, vandals tore 
apart the temple's Holy Ark where the Torah is housed, 
but they did not touch the scroll. Rabbi Samuel I. Korff 
ef Mattapan, an official of the Associated Synagogues 
of Massachusetts issued a statement calling the vandal¬ 
ism "symptomatic of the state of lawlessness that is 
prevalent throughout the country and carries with it the 
signal of impending doom if the tide of crime and arson 
Is not checked."

Angier indicates for a 
pupil/teacher ratio of 
25:1 it is at 93 percent of 
capacity. But in terms of the 
need for 36 square feet per 
pupil it is operating at 119 
percent of capacity.

Hope that maybe the 
rioters are beginning to 
cattfi on that student 
violence isn't just spring 
time fun and games. Rock- 
throwers really can get 
hurt. Sometimes fatally. 

Somehow, it had never 
occurred to these angry 
young people that the 
Establishment would play 
for keeps. Up to now they’ve 
had things pretty much 
fheir own way. 

When the President didn't 
-Justify the war to their 
satisfaction they burned 
; down a library or kidnapped 
,1 computer. Instead of 
going to class they went on 
“strike" — or staged street 
brawls with the "pigs." 

’ And — other than an 
-arrest here and there and a 
'clout with a night stick — 
they got away with it. 

Sadly, tragically, bullets 
opened their eyes. Real 
bullets that killed four 
young students. And, 
horrified as we all were, 
nobody was more stunned 
than the kids who were 
attacking the National 
Guardsmen. 

Somehow, in their 
frustration, they had figured 
it was all right for them to 
throw small boulders at the 
troops. It never occurred to 
them the troops might feel 
threatened enough to use 
their weapons. 

The result was horrifying 
and electrifying. Students 
all over the country 
. stormed In outrage. 
Campuses closed down .. . 
100,000 kids marched on 
Washington . . . more 
violence .. . more protests. 

But — here and there — a 
few young people started 
thinking. 

"I guess,” said one Kent 
State protester, "we learned 
one thing. If kids start 
throwing rocks, the rest of 
us ought to make them stop- 
Otherwise, things get out of 
control." 

It was one of the first 
voices of reason to be heard 
above the small radical 
minority that has been 
stirring up campus violence 
for years. Until now, their 
angry reaction against the 
Vietnam war — and almost 
everything else — has been 
more revolutionary than 
reasonable. 

If they didn't like the 
laws, they broke them. 
(Except, of course, the ones 
they could hide behind.) 
This surprised a lot of folks 
— but It shouldn't have. 

Today’s generation of 
young people learned about 
strike and protest in their 
sand - box years. Through 
decades of industrial strife 
they grew up thinking that 
was how you got your own 
way. 

In school they learned 
that teachers don't hesitate 
to go out on strike, either. 
They learned early about 
"blue flu." (That’s police 
talk for "slowdown.") If 
they kept up with the news, 
they discovered strikes are 
"the American way." 

So, when they latched on 
to a cause, something they 
cared enough about to stick 
their necks out, what else 
did we expect them to do? 

However, as young people 
sometimes do, they went too 
far. Violence, obscenities 
end senseless destruction of 
property turned off the very 
people they were trying to 
reach. 

Then came the riot at 
Kent State. And, all of a 
sudden, it was a whole new 
ball game, The hotheads 
kept up the chant — but a 
few fell back to regroup. 

Now they have a new 
battle plan — a national 
move to organize a student 
lobby for peace. Instead of 
burning buildings, they're 
going to ring doorbells. 
Instead of brawling with 
police, they’ll campaign for 
candidates who promise to 
end the war. 

It's a beginning- And 
•long the way they might 
begin to realize this 
complicated Establishment 
Isn't as simple to run as 
they seem to think. 

Let’s all pray our next 
lessons are less painful.

All other proposed changes 
were voted down by the direc¬ 
tors at their recent meeting, 
generally on the ground that 
the alternate method of amen¬ 
ding the city charter — by 
2/3 vote of the alderman plus 
concurrence of the mayor plus 
citizens' vote — is a more 
flexible device and provides a 
better opportunity to the city 
to discuss thoroughly the 
value of each proposal rather 
than to have a mixture of con¬ 
troversial changes lumped 


together in a package. 

“More specifically, within 
the area exclusively within 
the power of a charter com- 
mmission to change — co¬ 
mposition, mode of election 
and terms of office of the 
mayor and aldermen — the 
Association's directors favor 
the present arrangement ex¬ 
cept for doubling the mayor’s 
term,” stated Lorenz F. 
Muther, Jr., the Association's 
executive director. 

"To take care of the 
increased chance that a 
Mayor might not finish out his 
longer term the directors pro¬ 
pose that if the mayor does 
not or cannot complete his 
term, the president of the 
Board of Aldermen act as 
mayor until a new mayor 
lakes office after being 
elected at the next biennial ci¬ 
ty election to finish the term if 
the vacancy occurs in the first 
two years, otherwise for a full 
term. Another suggestion, not 
voted upon, was to use the 
Comptroller as acting 
mayor,” Muther reported. 

“Retention of the present 
aldermanic arrangement is 
recommended for t h r e • 
reasons: to continue the large 
unpaid board with reasonable 
individual work - loads and 
the diversity of the city 

represented; to emphasize ci¬ 
ty - wide considerations in city 
- wide decisions; to continue 
to encourage the education of 
aldermen with interests not 
predominantly political as 
they meet problems, attitudes 
and incidents from all over 

the city. Apart from the 

schools and some voluntary 
associations there are few 

groups other than the 
aldermen who know enough 
about the city as a whole as 
things stand now,” said 
Muther. 

“With respect to filling 
.vacancies for unexpired terms 
j of aldermen, the directors 
(were divided,” Muther 
1 reported. 

| “The majority favor the 
present method of having the 
remaining aldermen fill the 
vacancies, for three reasons: 
i there is no crying need to 
spend upwards of $18,000 to 
specially elect an alderman - 
at - large, nor even $8,000 for 
a ward alderman's replace¬ 
ment since it would be just for 
l/24th of this board; essen¬ 
tially municipal decisions are 
of such nature that solution by 
emphasizing political parties 
stresses complicating, ir¬ 
relevant end undesirable fac¬ 
tors; to the extent that party 
politics have to be considered, 
the Democrats as they in¬ 
crease their representation 
will be as happy with the 
present set - up as the 
Republicans have been. 

“The minority feel that if a 
vacancy would exist for, say, 
six months a special election 
should be held for two 
reasons: to keep as full 
representation as possible, 
and to encourage more 
political participation,” said 
Muther. 

“The directors are firm that 
the entire school committee 
should stand for election 
every two years. Other than 
the electorate, there Is no 
local check at all upon school 
operations conducted by this 
body. Alone among the local 
governmental units this one 
performs administrative and 
legislative functions and 
makes financial commitments 
for its operations without any 
check on its operating powers 
by another local governmental 
unit. 

“Therefore the direct rela¬ 
tion, responsiveness and 
responsibility of this com¬ 
mittee to the electorate must 
continue to be emphasized 
frequently. The directors 
would increase its 
responsiveness by adding 
district or ward represen¬ 
tation, but would oppose any 
dilution of full and frequent 
accountability,” Muther 
stated. 

"To retain what little check 
other governmental units 
have on the schools tn- direc¬ 
tors voted to retain ultimate 
control of school building con¬ 
struction and maintenance in 
the city - side of the govern¬ 
ment,” Muther concluded.

Death Sentence Deferred 
21 Years For Old Artist 


By Robert Crabbe 

The Shima branch of the 
Teikoku Bank in Tokyo was 
a drab office in an un¬ 
distinguished neighborhood. 

To its employees, Jan- 26, 
1948, was just another cold 
day during the Allied oc¬ 
cupation that followed. 
World War II. Shabby, 
chilly and hungry, they 

shuffled through their jobs, 
unaware they would soon be 
the victims of Japan's most 
astounding crime of modern 
times. 

An important looking little 
man walked into the 

manager’s office and an¬ 
nounced he was a sanitarian 
fron the Tokyo health 

department. 

He wore a business suit 
and an official armband. 
The visitor said he was 
dispensing "anti - dysentery 
powder’’ and that 
everybody must take it. 

To the listless bank 

employees it was just 
another nuisance to be en¬ 
dured. They brewed green 
tea with the cheap tea 
things of a sort found in all 
Japanese offices. A few 
even offered mock toasts as 
they washed down the 
powder the man had 
ordered them to take. 

Within minutes, all 16 lay 
writhing on the floor in 
agony. The powder (he sup¬ 
posed official had given 
them contained cyanide. 
Twelve died. 

The little man sped 
through the tellers’ cages, 
scooping up the equivalent 
of U.S. $185. He walked out 
of the bank, and was lost in 
the Tokyo crowd. 

The following August, 
police arrested an unsuc¬ 
cessful artist by the name 
of Sadamichi Hirasawa, 56, 
at the seaport of Otaru on 
Japan's northern island of 
Hokkaido.

The prosecutor’s offico ‘ 
presented a written con¬ 
fession it said Hirasawa had 
signed. 

He was found guilty and 
sentenced to death. After 
exhaustive reviews of his 
case, the Tokyo high court 
turned down what should 
have been Hirasawa’s last 
appeal in 1955. 

It remained only for the 
minister of justice to sign 
and seal the death warrant, 
and the state would be free 
to execute Hirasawa by 
hanging. 

Today, Sadamichi 
Hirasawa, an old man of 77, 
sits in his cell in a prison at 
Sendai, in northern Japan, a 
short walk from the gallows 
room. Most Japanese think 
he will die without ever 
making that last walk. 

Maintains innocence 

Almost since the day he 
was sentenced, Hirasawa 
and his attorney, Tsunejo . 
Isobe, have been 
proclaiming his innocence 
and bombarding Japan's 
courts with appeals for a 
new trial. 

They have created cause »* 
celebre. 

Hirasawa’s poetry and his ; 
paintings have circulated all . 
over Japan. A Save 
Hirasawa Society exists in 
Tokyo. 

No justice minister has 
ever steeled up his nerve to 
sigh the death warrant. 

Hirasawa retracted his 
confession as soon as it was 
presented in court, charging 
it was beaten out of him by 
Tokyo police. 

He tried to explain away 
the incriminating business 
card by saying his belong¬ 
ings were stolen by a thief 
before the bank murders. 

Hirasawa was slower to 
account for the money in his 
possession. In 1964, a Tokyo 
business man came forward 
to claim he recalled buying 
some of Hirasawa's paint¬ 
ings about the time of the 
bank robbery.
